The election results are in: Iraqis 
voted overwhelmingly to throw out 
the US-installed government of lyad 
Allawi, who refused to ask the 
United States to leave. A decisive 
majority voted for the United Iraqi 
Alliance; the second plank in the 
UIA platform calls for “a timetable 
for the withdrawal of the multina- 
tional forces from Iraq.”

coalition’s platform. Some high- 
lights: “ Adopting a social security 
system under which the state guar- 
antees a job for every fit Iraqi ... and 
offers facilities to citizens to build 
homes.” The UIA also pledges “to 
write off Lraq’s debts, cancel repara- 
tions and use the oil wealth for eco- 
nomic development projects.” In 
short, Iraqis voted to repudiate the 
radical free-market policies imposed 
by former chief US envoy Paul 
Bremer and locked in by a recent 
agreement with the International 
Monetary Fund. 

So will the people who got all 
choked up watching Iraqis flock to 
the polls support these democrati- 
cally chosen demands? Please. “You 
don t set timetables,” George W. 
Bush said four days after Iraqis 
voted for exactly that. Likewise, 
British Prime Minister Tony Blair 
called the elections “magnificent” 
but dismissed a firm timetable out 
of hand. The UIA’s pledges to 
expand the public sector, keep the 
oil, and drop the debt will likely suf- 
fer similar fates. At least if Adel Abd 
al-Mahdi gets his way—he's Iraq's 
finance minister, and the man sud- 

denly being touted as leader of 
Iraq's next government.

Mahdi sounds nothing like his 
party’s platform and instead 
appears to be channeling Dick 
Cheney on Fox News: “When the 
Americans go will depend on when 
our own forces are ready, and on 
how the resistance responds after 
the elections.” But on Sharia law, we 
are told, he is very close to the cler- 
ics. 

Iraq's elections were delayed time 
and time again, while the occupa- 
tion and resistance grew ever more 
deadly. Now it seems that two years 
of bloodshed, bribery, and back- 
room arm-twisting were leading up 
to this: a deal in which the ayatol- 
lahs get control over the family, 
Texaco gets the oil, and Washington 
gets its enduring military bases (call 
it the “oil for women program”). 
Everyone wins except the voters, 
who risked their lives to cast their 
ballots for a very different set of 
policies. 

But never mind that. Jan. 30, we 
are told, was not about what Iraqis 
were voting for—it was about the 
fact of their voting and, more impor- 
tant, how their plucky courage 
made Americans feel about their 
war. Apparently, the elections’ true 
Purpose was to prove to Americans 
that, as George Bush put it, “the 
fraqi people value their own liber- 
ty.” Stunningly, this appears to 
come as news. Chicago Sun-Times 
columnist Mark Brown said the vote 
was “the first clear sign that free- 
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The pl Centre announced

Don’t be silly—the US govern 
ment won’t submit to any “artifici 
timetable.” Jobs for everyone, as 
UIA promised? You can’t vote for 
socialist nonsense like that. No, th 
get Geraldo Rivera’s tears (“1 felt 
like such a sap”), Laura Bush’s 
motherly pride (“It was so moving 
for the president and me to watch 
people come out with purple fin- 
gers”) and Betsy Hart's sincere ap 
ogy for ever doubting them:

TORONTO—COMING OUT HERE IS 
always an exercise in what's suppos- 
edly going to happen next. Like San 
Francisco during the dot com boom, 
the people of Toronto (and every- 
where, of course) have their hearts 
on the future, making weird survival 
promises to themselves in the face of 
mundane changes predicted to rein- 
vent their world.

HOW, EXACTLY, ARE 
highly sophisticated, 21st Century 
po-mo hipsters supposed to relate 
meaningfully to the archaic mutter- 
ings of a long-dead Roman poet on 
the immutability of change? 

Is it possible that the essential 
human mysteries—love, mortality, 
oblivion—persist from prehistory to 
time’s end? Does the cynical mod- 
ernist Gallic riposte—“plus ga change, 
plus c'est la méme chose”—reverberate 
in po-po-mo keys? ‘ 
Playwright Mary Zimmerman, 
whose play Metamorphoses, based on 
the myths of Ovid, opens tonight on 
the Maclab stage, would likely 



































out of classical antiquity and 
the antic present. 

This is not merely romantic love, 
however, the kind lately celebrated 
on Valentine’s Day. Love, here, also 
includes those passions out of bal- 
ance with nature—incestuous, pride- 
ful, manipulative, hopelessly unre- 
quited, and often an invocation to 
disaster. The capriciousness of the 
gods, who tormented Earthly lovers, 
is metamorphosed into the capri- 
ciousness of inexplicable human 
behaviour in collision, perhaps collu- 
sion, with fate. And how is love pos- 
sible in the face of death? 

TREMBLING IN THE WINGS 

Metamorphoses premiered in New 
York the week following 9/11. Its. 
subject matter—among the myths _ 
treated is the story of ‘Alcyoneand 
Ceyx, in which the husband is 
drowned at sea, and prays with oe 
final breath for his body to be.

BEND IT BITTERSWEETLY

MY BACK! MY BACK! 

Officially premiered at Toronto 
Factory Theatre in 2002 under the 
aegis of Necessary Angels Theatre 
the play was previously produced 
in London in 2000 and toured the

Most appealing about the show 
was the romantic theme and the 
gorgeous poetic yet contemporary 
language, says MacLeod. “Every 
character has a decidedly profound 
affection for poetry reflected in the 
wonderfully written verse that 
makes up the play’s dialogue.” 

Sabourin notes that it’s always 
challenging to use meter and rhyme 
ina play, but that contemporary 
language also has its own rhythms 
that are only slightly less obvious

The biggest challenge, she says, is 
getting all the text out given you're 
wearing historically correct and 
highly restrictive corsets as well as 
petticoats, tights, shifts, vests, heavy 
jackets and dresses. (The play’s his-

YOU DON'T HAVE TO BE A FORTUNE- 
telling robot to know that a brand- 
new Stewart Lemoine play is bound 
to be an automatic hit in ol’ River 
City. 

Factor in the pent-up demand cre- 
ated by the year and a half gap since 
Edmonton’s wittiest playwright and 
head of Teatro La Quindicina 
opened his last full-length play 
(2003's The Margin of the Sky), and 
it’s a total no-brainer to prognosti- 
cate a sunglasses-at-night bright 
future for The Salon of the Talking 
Turk. 

Set amongst the smart cocktail set 
of 1920s Long Island, the titular 
salon is hosted by the curious 
sophisticate Cornelia (Leona 
rausen) and the new owner of a 
fortune-spinning Orientalist-garbed 
automaton (Mark Meer). Rounding 
out the cast is Cornelia’s layabout 
brother Wally (Andrew 
MacDonald-Smith) and her best 
‘rend, free-thinking flapper 
Dominica (Davina Stewart). 

“The play humourously ques- 
tions the beliefs these people have 
depending on how they react to the 
Talking Turk,” says Lemoine, 
adding that he was inspired to pen 
the tale by the acquisition of a 
brand-new DVD version of Jacques 
Levy Offenbach’s opera Les Contes 
Hoffmann, a musical confection 
based on the “funky” stories of 
Emst Theodor Amadeus Hoffmann, 
an early 19th Century German goth- 
ic novelist.

Historic automatons, like the 
Talking Turk in Lemoine’s play, 
were clockwork proto-robots made 
to resemble human beings, animals, 
or animated landscapes. Operated 
by concealed mechanisms, prepro- 
grammed instructions, or by remote 
control, these machines were a craze 
among the polite classes of the late 
18th and early 19th Centuries. 

Many of these devices were 
intensely intricate, like the mechani- 
cal singing birds of the Rochat 
brothers, or the popular so-called 
“magician boxes.” The latter were 
miniature fortune-telling machines 
that featured tiny wand-waving 
magicians who answered questions 
(well, pointed at a slot where the 
answer appeared) posed to it via 
specially engraved coins. 

Underlining the on-going amaze- 
ment these machines continue to 
hold on the imagination of modern 
viewers, “The Uncanny: 
Experiments in Cyborg Culture” 
exhibition hosted a few years back 
at the Edmonton Art Gallery fea- 
tured a video that documented the 
discovery and reconstruction of an 
automaton made by Henri 
Maillardet. His little mechanical 
artist boy, designed to write out a 
series of poems and simple line 
drawings, fully creeped out the 
crew that assembled him: immedi- 
ately after being rebuilt and 
engaged, the machine-boy wrote 
out a poem which it “signed” with 
the phrase “Ecrit par L’Automate de 
Maillardet” (written by Maillardet’s 
automaton).

Hoffmann’s ‘talking Turk’ was 
based on a real-life chess playing 
automaton dressed up in Asia 
Minor ape that was toured about 


accept” the automatons surface 
reality to access the deeper meta- 
physical feelings evoked by the 
uncanny life-like robots. 

“Ultimately, nobody really con- 
fused these automatons for real peo- 
ple,” says Lemoine, “and it’s more 
about how the feelings evoked by 
them are interesting. Hoffmann 
never did explain how the Turk 
worked in his story.” * 

In fact, one could say that 
Hoffmann helped invent the whole 
concept of the psychological 
“ancanny” given that his short story 
“The Sandman” (where his other 
famous automaton, the robot 
Olympia featured in the opera, 
makes her print appearance) gave 
Sigmund Freud a launching pad to 
expound on his theory of the 
“anheimlich.” 

Freud's believed that what we 
find the most eerie or scary origi- 
nates not from the exotic or foreign, 
but from what was originally famil- 
iar (heimlich) then repressed and 
subsequently remanifested in an 
uncanny /unheimlich guise.

At least that’s what springs to 
mind as the Chorus, clad in grey, 
with wild hair and corpse-like eyes 
shuffles onstage. 

This isn’t a dismissal of what 
unfolds in director Jonathan 
Christensen‘s production of Electra 
it’s a compliment. Electra, scion of 
the blood-soaked House of Atreus, 
lives as a slave at her mother’s 
hearth. Unable to forgive her moth- 
er—Clytemnestra and her lover 

Aigisthos for the murder of her 
father Agamemnon, Electra waits for 
her exiled brother Orestes to return 
and exact vengeance. Being “only a 
woman,” Electra may only pray to 
the gods and pour recriminations 
into her mother’s ears; it will take a 
man to answer blood with blood. 
But will bloody vengeance lift the 
curse on Electra and her family? 
Only the gods know for sure, and 
the chorus isn’t giving anything 
away 

First off, allow me to admit toa 

oroblem I generally have with 
Studio Theatre productions. 
essentially academic exercises for 
the graduating acting, directing, and 
design students, the productions can 
be so high-concept that the ideas get 
in the way of creating good theatre. 
Christensen, artistic director of 
Catalyst Theater is well known for 
creating high-concept, multi-layered 
productions that are as much visual 
art as they are music theatre. What 
can be missing is viscera. In adapt- 

ing Electra, infusing it with music, 
and applying the smouldering ener- 

gy of this class, Christensen creates a 
production that is stark, beautiful, 
and mesmerizing, 

Of course he’s helped in the aes- 
thetics department by designer Ami 
Farrow—an MFA design candidate. 
Her set, a series of grey, rent clothes 
hanging from the flyhouse, creates 
an indeterminate world. A staircase 
is glimpsed through one tear, while 
high above the head of the audience, 
scenes are played on a catwalk 
which is revealed only when a cho- 
rus member pulls a rope lifting a sec- 
tion of material. 

Farrow’s costumes are also effec- 
tive, showing echoes of her work 
earlier this season in A Doll House. 
The chorus is clad in flowing, sim- 
ple, high-necked robes. The men 
wear an oddly Victorian combina-

tion of stylized frock coats and 
gaiters, seemingly Gaultier-influ- 
enced.

Christensen’s direction combines 
these moments of ritual with styl- 
ized movement, capturing the for- 
mality of the Greek tragic conven- 
tion without being mannered. His 
musical adaptation, which incorpo- 
rates his trademark synthesizer, 
allows much of the choral work to 
flow instead of holding up the 
action. The script doesn’t spend too 
much time invoking the gods. 
Instead it examines the importance 
of memory and history in making 
human beings, well, human. It’s also 
very funny in parts—Clytemnestra’s 
vitriolic guilt trips, the chorus’s com- 
mentary on the action—while deliv- 
ering some knockout dramatic 
punches. 

Amidst the design and script of 
course are the actors, and this gradu- 
ation class shows great promise. 
Each member is an individual, but 
the chorus is tightly knit and there's 
an innate understanding of ensem- 
ble. The principals are very good, 
but Clarice Ekford’s Electra burns 
herself into the memory, and 
Melissa Thinglstad has the hall- 

marks of a ferociously talented dra- 
matic actress (in the positive sense of 
the word). She brings a bizarrely 
nervous sexual energy to 
Clytemnestra. 

All in all, a perfect marriage.

\et for Teatro alla Scala, the world's most 
famous opera house. 

The stakes were sky high. 

Not only was Vigil of Angels Grand- 
Maitre’s first major commission for a 
furopean opera house, he was also the 
first Canadian choreographer to ever be 
commissioned to create a full length 
piece for Milan’s big house. “For every 
200 Canadian choreographers, there are 
200,000 choreographers in Europe. So 
for me, coming in through the front door, 
it was a big deal,” explains Grand-Maitre, 

Celebrated by audiences and critics 
dike at the 1995 premiere, Vigil of Angels 
catapulted Grand-Maitre to the top ranks 
of the dance world. Nearly ten years later, 
he's thankful he was too wet behind the 
ears at the time to fully realize the magni- 
{ude to which the resulting ballet would 
bear on his burgeoning career.

Life after death 


Grand-Maitre’s career-making triumph remounted 





he had never truly mourned the loss of 
his brother in a vehicle accident years 
before, nor had he tried to understand 
death. He joined a group therapy pro- 
gram for friends and family of AIDS 
patients for support. 

“The woman who ran the group ses- 
sions was Buddhist and although it 
sounds cliché, in those dark times, it 
gave me direction. I'm an agnostic 
myself, not a Buddhist, but if | had to 
pick...” he laughs. 

The synopsis of the ballet slowly 
emerged from these therapeutic sessions 
and his struggle to understand death as a 
natural outcome of life. “In our capitalist 
society, we live in the Ego, we build 
everything up around us to avoid death. 
But death is not a violent act... it's as nat- 
ural as the bend in the river. if you're 
afraid of death, then you're really afraid 
of life.” 

Vigil of Angels tells the story of a flock 
of angels who study the life a brilliant 
Cellist. Stirred by the great dignity of her 
music, the angels are curious to know 
why a woman who plays such beautiful 
music is engulfed in such sorrow and 
despair. The divine creatures help the 
Cellist face her past and they discover the 
tragic story of woman who in her youth 
found and then lost the true great love of 
her life. 

“The angels help her grieve and 
understand death as natural,” explains 
the choreographer. “It's a poem; there’s 
characters and a story evocated, but it 
isn’t a narrative, it's more of a meditation 
where love and the sublimity of art, help 
us get through the gravity of life.”

Street should be rewritten in the 
Grant Macewan production—“Julian 
Marsh is putting on a show Marsh, 
famed impresario and director, is 
putting ona show, igniting the hopes 
and dreams of the Broadway babies 
assembled to audition. In real life, the 
refrain should be “Timothy Ryan is 
putting on a show!”. Ryan over the 
past two and a half decades has been 
the mentor, teacher and facilitatior to 
scores of young perfc ormers. Some 
have stayed on in Edmonton after 
graduation while others have scat- 
tered to the winds. They’ ve gone to 
the Grant MacEwan Theatre Arts 
program in the hopes that they may 
have a career in showbiz and 
emerged ready to take on the world 
as actors, singers, dancers, triple 
threats and any combination of the 
three. 

Timothy Ryan, says the 25th 
anniversary may be momentous, but 
it sort of snuck up on him and his 
teaching staff. “Tt didn’t seem 
momentous, but now it’s here we

have sort of gone ‘Oh, it is a big deal!’ 
Looking back over the 25 years, I can 
honestly say at the beginning I 
couldn’t imagine how it would turn 
out. I couldn’t have imagined it turn- 
ing out better than it has.” 

Ryan came to Edmonton in 
November 1979 to start the program 
at the behest of George Naylor, then 
head of the College. “My back- 
ground had included a lot of opera”, 
says Ryan “He wanted to try and 
steer things away from musical the- 
atre and focus on opera”. That didn’t 
work, but Ryan cherry picked his 
staff from among the artistic commu- 
nity. There were originally three 
teachers one for dance, one for 
drama (Ryan) and one for singing. 
The mid 1980’s brought stable fund- 
ing for the program and a new acting, 
teacher—Ken Brown. “Ken hated 
musical theatre, didn’t want to talk 
about it. He's directed a few since 
then, but his class focuses only on 
drama 

The staff has expanded, and the 
class size has grown too. Until a few 
years ago there were 22 students, 
now there are 32 making two classes 
of sixteen. This anniversary which 
will bring many alumni together on 
Saturday February 19 isa time to 
reflect on the past ‘and look to the 
future. 

Just looking at the graduating class 
of 2005, is impressive. As the lights in 
the John L. Haar Theatre go up and 
the curtain raises, a tangle of legs is 
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seen, moving, tap shoes pounding 
the stage, and, for the next few hours 
as the story of Peggy Sawyer, starry 
tae and twinkle-toed unfolds, a 

sweeping demonstration of young 
talent is unrolled. Ryan says only six 
of the students came to the program 
with any tap experience and yet the 
dancing is exciting; then there's the 
complete commitment to character 
and some lovely musical moments— 
Erin Breen’s rendition of “About a 
Quarter to Nine” is truly stellar. Sure 
there’s the odd glitch, bum note and 
flaw, but the sum makes for an 
extremely entertaining celebration of 
showbiz. 

Perfection isn’t something Tim 
Ryan is looking for when potential 
students audition: “T look for a desire 
to learn [the craft]. If people have that 
desire, desire their auditon will be 
well prepared and they'll be engag- 
ing, ort of fascinating and grab you 
on one level or another. Sometimes, 
despite what they may say, they’re 
really not in the room and you won- 
der’. Once in the program, says 
Ryan, the students work incredibly 
hard “Take the tap dancing, the stu- 
dio is right across from my office. 
This term and the end of last term 
they were in there constantly. It takes 
a lot of concentration when they’re 
working”. Ryan says that rarely does 
he see a true triple threat come into 
an audition but again if the desire is 
there, they'll succeed at all the disci- 
plines presented in the program. I’m 
realistic about the students. We're 
not Julliard but we have terrific 
expectations. I won’t take someone 
who's going to fail but I also won't 
take on someone who doesn’t want 
to do one of the three disciplines”. 

Jocelyn Ahlf was more than will- 
ing to meet the expectations. The 
founding member of Panties 
Productions was a member of the 
class of 1996, She showed up with 
great pipes and not a lot of theatre 
experience when she auditioned. 
Tim Yachimec—a founder of Leave 
it To Jane theatre, now Stage 
Manager for Edmonton Opera—was 
her Drama and Social Studies teacher 
in Edson. “He encouraged me to 
audition for the program. It was the 
only I thing auditioned for. It was 
what I wanted and what I needed. | 
grew up ina small town and wanted 
to do theatre. It was hard because I 
was the only one”. 

Ahlf says a great deal of her class- 
mates’ successes lie with Timothy 
Ryan. “He's a passionate man who 
loves his students. When he was 

me in Leave it to Jane musi- 
cals, after a day of teaching, I’d ask 
him ‘How do you do this?’ He said 
‘The students love me and I love 
them; the kids give me energy.’ He's 
a great teacher”. 

Ryan et al are set to celebrate this 
Saturday. The alumni who are brave 
enough will join the cast of 42nd 
Street onstage for the opening num- 
ber, tap shoes and all, then there will 
bea gala party. It will be quite some-

IT WOULD BE TOO EASY TO SUGGEST 
that Almodévar’s latest film is auto- 
biographical. Though there are 
some uncanny coincidences 
between what takes place on screen 
and the director's own life, Bad 
Education is too deliciously colourful 
to be representative of a specific 
reality. Almodévar did attend a 
strict Catholic boarding school in 
the time of Franco—and certainly 
the film does not paint a pretty pic- 
ture of lonely priests ensconced in 
the dark halls of pedagogical institu- 
tions—the overarching goal here for 
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the director is to play with his true 
love: which is the medium of film. 

In less capable hands Bad 
Education could easily turn off audi- 
ences with its overwrought portray- 
al of homosexuality, drug use, and 
moral ambiguity. Almodévar how- 
ever isa master, a director whose 
style embodies some of the traits the 
character Paquito in the film 
bestows upon his partner Zahara— 
“part desert, part hazard, part cafe- 
teria.” In Almodévar’s case howev- 
er, the bombastic is bound by a rig- 
orous artistic sense. 


CALL ME ANGEL 
The subject matter of Bad 
Education will not appeal to every- 
body, but those who have evena 
kernel of interest in cinema are sure 
to be spellbound by the way 


Almodévar weaves together multi- 
ple timelines to pay homage to film 
noir through his technical wizardry. 

The story opens in 1980 as young 
film director Enrique (Martinez) 
flips through an assortment of 
tabloids looking for a hook for his 
next film. Though he has a number 
of successful projects under his belt 
already, Enrique is in a creative 
black hole. At that moment a young 
man pounds on the door claiming 
to be a childhood friend. Enrique is 
indifferent at first, but his interest is 
peaked when the young man men- 
tions his name, Ignacio. 

_ Insisting that he now be called 
Angel (Bernal), the former Ignacio 
pleads for acting work from his 
childhood mate. Without a movie, 
there is no work for the fervent 
Angel, but just as Enrique is turning 





him out of his office, the actor prof- 
fers a script for his friend to read. 
Even though he is'reluctant, 
Enrique takes the script and out of 
desperation begins to thumb 
through it at home. As fate would 
have it the story is compelling on 
many levels: it is suspenseful and 
humorous, and it mirrors Enrique’s 
past life in a Catholic boarding 


school. 


UNIQUELY ALMODOVAR 
From this moment forward the 

audience assumes Enrique’s van- 
tage point, experiencing the discov- 
eries and gradual revealing of lay- 
ers that eventually become his film. 
Parallel to the film within a film 
motif, Almodévar interjects flash- 
back moments of Enrique and 
Ignacio as young boys declaring

their affection for each other, only 
to be separated by Padre Manolo, a 
priest whose interests go beyond 
Ignacio’s intellectual enrichment. 

The details of the plot seem 
almost trite when trying to describe 
an Almodévar film and his ability 
to weave the strands of a storyline 
together like a puppeteer control- 
ling marionettes. 

Almodovar sat on the story of 
Bad Education for over 10 years 
before he decided to make the film 
Probably a smart idea: he realized 
that it would involve a certain leve| 
of sophistication to blend his inim- 
itable approach with the cherished 
noir style of 1940's Hollywood. In 
fact the idea of throwing a drag 
queen or two into a hard-boiled 
crime picture seems down right 
absurd. This is what makes Bad 
Education so incredible: Almodévar 
has made a film that is entertaining 
somewhat suspenseful, and witty, 
blanketed with his own unique 
trademark. 


FLOGGING A WHITE STALLION 

Beyond the forces of sheer enter- 
tainment, the director doesn’t pull 
punches in his assailing the church 
Priests are depicted as lascivious 
characters who prey on their 
charges and will go to any length to 
protect their sacrosanct image. 
Further, he dishes out some rather 
negative comments on the human 
condition, namely our ability to 
chronically use each other without 
conscience. 

All of the technical elements: the 
art direction, the music (reminiscent 
of Bernard Hermann’s work for 
Hitchcock), and camera work are 
meticulously well thought out and 
flow seamlessly with Almodévar's 
vision. 

Perhaps the only real flaw in Bad 
Education, endemic in many of 
Almodévar’s films, is that at times 
he tends to indulge his interest in 
the male physique a little too much 
Almodovar’s white stallion in this 
film is the Enrique character, an 
attractive film director who, despite 
his follies, is driven by a singular 
purpose: to create movies. The like- 
ness is inescapable, as is 
Almodévar’s passion, evident in 
every frame of Bad Education.

THE FILMS OF CATHERINE BREILLAT 
are generally not easy viewing, 
though not for the reasons generally 
cited in mainstream accounts of her 
work, Sure, she’s made movies with 
unsimulated sex in them, cast a well- 





known European porn stud (Rocco 
Siffredi) as a dramatic leading man, 
and treated the audience to a scene 
where a couple shares a cup of men- 
strual tea (in Anatomy of Hell), but her 
films are discomfiting and difficult 
for more reasons than mere shock 
value. Breillat isn’t just a provoca- 
teur, she’s a contrarian, someone 
who sucks the sentimentality out of 
emotional imperatives, decodes the 
power struggles inherent in sexual 
relations, and puts intimate moments 
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CUDDLY BUT CUTTING 
Anne Parilaud (left) makes 
her point with The Actress 





under high-powered magnification 
to reveal the gaping nose pores of 
selfishness and cowardice that 
underpin the way we treat each 
other. 

A few years ago, Breillat gave the 
world A ma soeur! (English title: Fat 
Girl), a great deal of which is taken 
up with the late-night negotiations 
between a teenaged girl (Roxane 
Mesquina) and the young man who 
wants to deflower her. The scene 
where he persuades her to have anal 


sex (so she'll still be a virgin) while 
her younger sister feigns sleep in the 
next bed is a typical Breillat squirm 
fest, a long scene of deception, cajol- 
ing, and manipulation terminating in 
an unblinking depiction of sodomy 

Sex is Comedy delves further into 
that transgression by exploring the 
mechanics of shooting a sex scene 
like the one in A ma soeur! Anne 
Parillaud (La Femme Nikita) stars as 
Jeanne, the Breillat surrogate who is 
directing L’actrice (Mesquina) and 
L’acteur (Grégoire Colin) in a “love 
scene” similar to the one described 
above. The young stars detest each 
other, which lumbers their attempts 
to convey attraction, but there are 
more extenuating factors than that. A 
strained dynamic evolves between 
the actor and Jeanne—as she strug; 
gles to capture the feeling she wants 
on film, she jousts with him, insult- 
ing and coddling him in turn to try to 
get him to let his guard down. He 
resists with buffoonery on the set, 
peevish demands for attention, and 
displays of contempt for her direc- 
tion. 

I've always had a problem with 
the dialogue in Breillat movies: so 
freighted with rhetorical seriousness 
that every word thuds against the 
back of your head. Sex is Comedy is 
not a lot different, putting grand pro- 
nouncements in Jeanne’s mouth 
about the travails of fashioning art 
out of the crude materials presented 
by petty, egotistical actors. On this 
level, I found the movie opaque and 


| re ee 


uninvolving. (Also, despite the title, 
it ain't all that funny.) 

But to some degree, Breillat seems 
to think that what most people say is 
bullshit, and that their behaviour is 
much more telling. Instead of listen 
ing (or reading, if you're subtitle 
dependent like me), watch how the 
characters interact physically 
Whatever her feelings might be, 
Jeanne touches everyone she works 
with like they were lovers—she« 
drapes herself over them, manipu 
lates their limbs, brings her face in 
close to theirs so that you feel like 
you re watching a love scene, even 
though she might be talking with the 
actor about the necessity of him 
a prosthetic cock or chastis- 
or being an idiot. It’s intima- 
d parody all at once, and maybe 
s sole recourse in achieving

ing h 
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the complex projection of emotion 
she’s striving for. Parillaud brilliantly 
conveys the director’s tender intran 
sigence, illuminating the film’s chilly 
meta-narrative with her nigh-palpa- 
ble intensity 

In case it isn’t clear, Breillat’s films 
are not everyone’s cup of tea. But if 
you're genuinely open to the some- 
times harsh exploration of gender 
relations and power that preoccupy 
her—and you can get past the sensa- 
tionalism that attends her work— 
you might find Sex is Comerdy as chal- 
lenging and engaging as anything 
that makes it onto the screen these 
days.

Here Lawrence 
Guterman asks too much from his 
effects team when animating Alvey 
Avery (Ryan Falconer), the child 
born of the mask. At times the child 
resembles Chucky-meets- 
Rosemary's Baby.

“WHAT DO I HATE BEING ASKED?” 


Brad Germain, guitar-botherer and 
vocalist from Hamilton trio The 
Marble Index ponders the question. 

“What kind of music do you 
play” It's like, just saying, ‘rock 
music’ isn’t good enough anymore,” 
he laughs. “There's all these little 
rock subcategories upon subcate- 
gories.” 

Atany rate, he concludes that 
futile exercises in sonic definition are 
not in his job description; they are the 
provenance of journalists, publicists, 
mai , and other music industry 
wonks. Alongside drummer Adam 
Knickle and bassist Ryan Tweedle, 
Germain’s job is simply to rock, 
preferably hard. 

Their career plays to their 








strengths, then. Since forming in 
2001, the boys have been channeling 
the classic garage gods—MCS5, the 
Velvet Underground, and Big Star 
have all been rather reasonably 
name-checked by the band or who- 
ever somewhat breathlessly wrote 
their hyperbole-laden web page bio. 
Their music is straightforward, head- 
nodding wall-of-sound stuff, with 
grinding guitar, thumping bass, and 
stridently relentless beats. They make 
a lot of noise for three people, and 
Germain’s rock-god throaty warble 
glides overtop with an insouciant 
effortlessness that is actually kind of 


While being nothing earth-shatter- 
ingly different, the formula has 
worked for them because they do 
what they do earnestly and well. 
They have the Strokes-type thing, 
going on, where they are off-the- 
mainstream enough to be credible to 
a certain echelon of music journos 
and aficionados, but crowd-pleasing 


enough to generate the kind of buzz 
that ensures they may be able to quit 
their day jobs (they are, after all, 2005 
Juno nominees for New Group of the 
Year). 

Not that they've been doing much 
of anything other than full time rock 
star-ism lately. 

“Yeah, Marble Index,” purrs 
Germain, “We've always got some- 
thing on the hook.” 

The trio has toured pretty steadily 
in support of their self-titled North 
American debut full-length CD and 
recent British EP release, and once 
they’ ve completed their cross- 
Canada sojourn, they have a whole 
lot of more-of-the-same coming up. 
In the next year, the boys are bound 
for the States, Japan, Australia, New 
Zealand, and back to England. 


THE BRITISH INVASION 
The band’s UK connections have 
pulled them over the pond a couple 
times. Their manager hails from 


England and is seemingly plugged in 
to that nation’s notoriously fickle 
music industry. They even wound 
up recording their full-length in one 
of those so-not-glam-it’s-glam con- 
verted rustic barn studios in Wigan 
(home of The Verve, as the Marble 
Index website helpfully points out). 

“We got our manager by acci- 
dent,” explains Germain, “he kind of 
stumbled across us while he was in 
Canada on business. We started to 
work together and everything just 
sort of happened. It seemed like a pret- 
ty painless process to me. I mean, I’m 
sure a lot of people work hard on our 
behalf, but we just do the music 
thing. 

“The first time we went to 
England,” he continues, “we were 
playing with a bunch of other 
Canadian bands. It wasn’t much dif- 
ferent from playing here, because 
everyone who came out to see us 
was Canadian.” 


were paired with some hot new 
artists, like Tom Vek, which lured a 
more diverse audience.

LIKE HE CARES 

Germain is resolutely philosophi- 
cal about other peoples’ opinions. 
Like girls in the van and the tempta- 
tion to trash hotel rooms, he views 
getting or damned as part of 
the job.“I’ve learned how to deal 
with it after so many shows,” he rea- 
sons, “You just have to do what you 
do. It depends on how seriously you 
take yourself. If you get too into 
yourself it freaks you out.” 

He insists that it matters that they 
have fans and it pleases him when 
the band scores a thumbs-up from 
people they respect, but “bad 
reviews don’t keep me up at night.” 

Rampant bacchanalia may be 
what actually promotes his night ow 
tendencies. Germain contends that 
while he and his bandmates are far 
from Pete Doherty (The Libertines’ 
resident junkie) territory, “we like to 
stay up late and get into mischief, 
disrupt the natural order of things, 
irritate people,” he chuckles, “we've 
been known to party extensively.” 

As he is called away to fulfill his 
sound check duties, he reflects again 
on the strange nature of his profes- 
sion. “I live a pretty stress-free exis- 
tence. Playing live is my favourite 
part of the job—or whatever this is. 
It’s not like we're curing cancer or 
saving the world. Rock music is sup" 
posed to be about having fun and 
saying what you want to say.”

PANCHO SANCHEZ AND HIS NINE- 
piece band were performing in New 
Zealand last week; they had a pair of 
gigs in Scottsdale, Arizona over the 
weekend and have one day off 

before heading to Alberta for shows 
in Edmonton and Calgary this week. 
Somewhere between the grocery 
store and the bank Sanchez answers 
his cell with a cheery “Hi!” and you 
immediately get the impression that 
the bearded percussionist, band- 
eader, and singer wouldn’t have it 
any other way. 

“My feeling is that I’ve been 
blessed with a natural energy. I've 
always been a hard worker; I get that 
from my parents. I am slowing down 
just a bit, hey, I used to be able to 
sleep two hours and get up and go to 
the next gig, but really it’s the spirit 
of the music and the feeling I get 
when I perform that keeps me going 
at this pace.” 

That feeling goes back to his earli- 
est memories of music. “I’m the 
youngest of eleven kids and, when 
my parents moved the family from 
Laredo [Texas] to Los Angeles when 
| was just over three, it was my sis- 
ters and brothers who got hip to 
music first and ther-passed it on to 
me. My sisters were all great dancers, 
and they would turn up the radio as 
loud as they could after they finished 
their homework and dance.” 

Early R&B, soul and, eventually, 
Latin music from New York and 
Cuba were heard on that family 
radio, all of which made a lasting 
impression. 

“R&B has a special feeling,” says 
Sanchez. “That same feeling that you 
get from soul music and Latin music, 
for that matter. We call it flavour. I 
also loved the sophistication and har- 
mony of jazz, the melody and, of 
course, the great solos that jazz cats 
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played. All of that is in my music... it 
has come together in a wonderful 
way—it’s the stuff of my life.” 

That stuff has made for some 
memorable times. “If I had to pick 
some career highlights, I'd have to 
say that playing with Cal Tjader for 
the first time at the Coconut Grove 
on New Year's Eve 1975 is way up 
there. Winning the Grammy with 
Cal in 1980 is up there, too. And, of 
course, when I won my own in 1999. 
Meeting and playing with Dizzy 
Gillespie and meeting and playing 
with—and then becoming close 
friends with—Tito [Puente] and 
Mongo [Santamaria]. In fact, my old- 
est son is named Mongo and another 
is named Tito.” 

Sanchez took up singing as a 
teenager when the band he wanted 
to join had a surplus of guitar play- 
ers. “Well, we need a singer, they 
told me, and I did my best imperson- 
ation of James Brown. They said I 
was great, and from then on I’ve 
been the lead singer in every band 
I've been in. I took up percussion in 
high school, learned congas and tim- 
bales, was basically self taught.” 

Now the percussionist is passing it 
on. “The new DVD I did with Cherry 
Lane just came out last week. It’s 
titled Poncho Sanchez— 
Fundamentals of Latin Music for

Rhythm Section, and it’s selling real- 
ly well 

He’s also got a new CD coming 
out, his 24th for the venerable 
Concord label. “We just got out of 
the studio two weeks ago, and I’m 
really happy with what we've done. 
We did seven tunes with just my 
band. Tower of Power joined us on 
two tunes: one is Afro-Cuban style 
and the other is an old soul tune 
from the ‘60s called ‘Shotgun Slim.’ 
We also did a couple of African 
tunes, one of them by Hugh 
Masakela. Still have to do a little 
work on it and mix it, but we should 
be ready for an August or September 
release.” 

The last time Sanchez was in the 
Province was about a decade ago 
when he played the jazz festivals in 
Edmonton and Calgary. “It was just 
when Latin music was starting to hit 
real big,” remembers Sanchez. “Since 
then, we've been real busy.” There’s 
good reason for that appeal. The 
smooth blend of soul, Latin rhythms, 
R&B and jazz that the band has in its’ 
repertoire is fun, energetic, and 
adaptable. “It’s great”, says Sanchez, 
“especially during festival season. 
We can play Jazz festivals, Salsa festi- 
vals and now we've added an ele- 
ment of soul to our music as well.”

Edmonton not lacking talent, 
just venues, says local DJ 


WITH NO COMMERCIAL RADIO SUP. 
port, little vision from club owners, 
restrictive policing requirements, and 
a conservative popular culture, it is 
no wonder that the local dance music 
scene continues to flounder. 

With the recent demise of Spin 
Thursdays at the Standard and 
Chase Nightclub’s Friday night 
Mixer, Edmonton clubbers have few 
weekly residencies from which to 
choose. 

Nevertheless, says Edmonton DJ 
Luke Morrison, hope springs eter- 
nal—if not necessarily in the human 
breast, then certainly in the quality of 
local performers. 

“As far as cities even in North 
America go, I think as far as talented 
DJs go, we're definitely in the upper 
echelon,” says Morrison. “We have 
some very talented DJs in almost 
every genre of dance music.” 

Morrison, 22, should know. He 
has been spinning his unique brand 
of house at local venues for over four 
years and has warmed up the decks 
for headliners such as Bad Boy Bill, 
Christopher Lawrence, and James 
Zabiela. He has held a late night resi- 
dency at Y Afterhours since 2003 
and, more recently, has taken over 
Whyte Ave's Sapphire Lounge on 
Friday nights. 

Yet despite his burgeoning suc- 
cess, Morrison reckons that he has 
yet to catch a real break. 

“The only way that’s going to 
come in Edmonton,” he contends, 
“aside from doing it on your own, 
like winning a competition or win- 
ning guest spots—the only break is 
having a DJ come in, and recognize 
you, and take you under his wing, 
which is the break a lot of people 
get.” 

In terms of the club scene, 
Morrison insists that small, intimate 
parties and lounge gigs are all the

HOW MANY STUDENTS UPON GRADUATION ARE 
asked to start their own department at 
their college?

local market can bear at the moment. 
The all too frequent case of weekly 
parties getting off the ground only to 
burnout and plummet back to Earth 
can be traced to several factors, one 
of which may be termed the 
“Incredibles Syndrome” 

“Tn some cases people are trying to 
be heroes, throwing these huge [par- 
ties},” says Morrison. “As admirable 
as .< 's to try to do something really 
big, it’s turned out to be unrealistic in 
our city ight now.” 

Exacerbating the situation are the 
anaemic levels of promotion that 
have typically accompanied the start 
of new residencies. Part of the prob- 
lem, Morrison believes, are bar pro- 
prietors who hop on the dance music 
bandwagon without realising a sim- 
ple law of marketing: success 
requires promotion. 

“A night isn’t going to fly if you 
don’t promote the hell out of it,” he 
asserts firmly. Club owners “latch on 
to idea of having a club night 
because it’s something different and 
unique, but they’re not willing to 
market it. The reason dance music 
does so well in Europe is it’s well 
marketed. Magazines, TV, radio— 
everybody’s selling it,” insists 
Morrison. 

And although he is frustrated by 
those proprietors who agree to host 
residencies on impossibly tight pro- 
motional budgets, Morrison 
acknowledges the tough realities of 
their business model. “If | own a club 
I want to make money now; I have 
staff to pay, I have various expens- 
es—I don’t know if I can be investing 
in something like this,” he says 
resignedly. 

Beyond the advertising of regular 
gigs, Morrison insists that its integra- 
tion into popular culture, through 
radio exposure in particular, is a sine 
qua none for dance music’s success. 


A guitar piece can seem like something 
refined or earthy and direct, whereas the 
violin or the piano veers towards the clas- 
sical. The guitar, as my mentor Andres 
Segovia said, “Of God's creatures, two 
have been adapted to fit every man—the 
guitar and the dog.” 


Growing up, did you play in any rock 
bands or jazz groups? Did you enjoy that 
type of music? 

| was never really attracted to that per- 
sonally. | hear things but | don’t think of it 
as something for me to master, although 
I've done my forays into other fields 
before, like collaborations with the late 
{jazz guitarist] Joe Pass, flamenco 
sounds with Paco Pena, and with the 
singer Ute Lemper.

“We have to haveit on the radio; 
instead of just having one or two 
songs every year get through on 96X 
or whatever hit radio is going on; for 
it to take off, yeah, we need radio 
support.” 

From his perspective as a local 
performer, though, Morrison is 
buoyed by the penetration he sees 
dance music making into the city’s 
mainstream nightlife. The evidence, 
he says optimistically, is the ever 
greater numbers of “bar-star crowd 
people” he sees grooving below his 
decks well into the dawn at Y. 

More important, he notes, they 
often return week after week. 

“They just don’t come out ona 
whim and check it out and not come 
back. I see a lot of recurring faces,- 
which is really cool. To me that says 
that there's people developing a bit 
of a connection with what's going-on 
in the dance scene, which is cool,” 
Morrison says. 

“So if we continue to have DJs that 
are doing their job and playing fresh, 
good music then you'll have more 
mainstream crown le come 
and—I don’t want to say converted; 
but if they come out and hear this 
dance music and they really like it, 
they'll go home and, instead of just 
looking up rap songs they heard, 
they'll be looking up this other stuff 
too. So that’s encouraging.”

vacuum tube-riddfed concoction Dr. 
Bunsen Honeydew and Beaker used 
to have around the lab on the 
Muppet Show. It beeps a lot. Lights 
flash in sequence, It hums when it’s 
processing data, and it occasionally 
explodes. 

The machine is The Influencizer. 

The Influencizer perfectly distils 

and combines the essences of any 
number of musical influences. So 

we put in, say, all of Elvis Costello’s 
work up to Armed Forces. Some 
Paul Weller. Quite a lot of Nick 
Lowe. Toss in a couple of the 
melody-drenched tracks the 
Zombies and Byrds made when 
they weren’t all drug-addled and 
self-indulgent. Throw the switch. 
The Influencizer hums, beeps, shud- 
ders, then explodes. The cabinet 
opens. 

And through the wisps of smoke, 
Paul Bellows emerges, holding out 
Tape Deck Classics. Blessed vith 
cover art-by Jeff ester that visu- 
ally nails the musical content, 
Bellow’s third:CD pines with 
jangly guitars, coyly lovelorn lyrics, 
and more hooks than a pirate ship. 

“There are 11 songs, and they're 
mostly about girls,” Bellows offers, 
“Mostly girls I wasn’t able to date.” 

His pop aspirations almost cover 
the heart-shaped stain on the sleeve 
of his thrift store blazer. 

“Edmonton is killer,” he says, 
‘There is so much good music—it’s 
the best little scene. Everyone likes 
alt-country and art rock here, but if 
you just do pop, people don’t know 
what to do with you. 

“I wasn’t even going to doa CD 
release with this record. Not in 
Edmonton. Iwas going to do it in 
Seattle, because my label's in 
Seattle,” Bellows , “which 
sounds impressive, but it's tiny— 
bi label's this nye little indie 


He's all about pop, and we think 
about songs in similar ways. 

“We started working on the songs 
and the arrangements, doing demos 
with the band, trying things out, 
having great ideas and good syner- 
gy. And then the record was done,” 
he laughs, “I had to phone the label 
and tell them I accidentally finished 
the record.” 

Bellows reflects that making the 
CD here, alongside his usual musi- 
cal cohorts, probably yielded better 
results than a couple of weeks in 
Seattle with session musicians could 
have. 

“Lalways learn a lot every time I 
make a record,” he says, “My first 
one was cool, because I didn’t know 
what I was doing. I made it in 
Vancouver with friends. The last 
record had this weird kind of cult 
critical acclaim, but nobody listened 
to it—it was ignored by the general 
population.” His sophomore effort, 
which Bellows maintains he still 
likes, was a rather pricey affair 
recorded in several cities with stellar 
guests who were similarly far-flung. 

“Songs are kind of like your 
weird little children,” Bellows ratio- 
nalizes, “You want to give them the 
best opportunity, the best future 
possible. It’s all about serving the 
songs. I think this turned out twice 
as good as my last record, even 
though I spent five times as much 
money on the last record. This was 
simple, I worked with my friends.” 

“It’s probably got more heart,” he 
concludes, “All I want is for people 
to listen to the record, because I’m 
really, really proud of it.”

talking about a band that provided a 
template for panda face paint, but 
also inspired the likes of Republica, 
Garbage, and whatnot 
What makes the loss of Curve 
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interesting even to those who 
couldn't care less about industrial 
rock is the fact that this split is not 
veiled behind token statements sug- 
gesting “artistic differences.” No, 
Toni’s decided to leave a project 
she’s poured 15 years of hard work 
into because of the environment in 
which music the recording industry 
considers “alternative” is forced to 
exists. In her own words, she had to 
move on “or be in danger of becom- 
ing bitter and twisted and losing 
[her] love of music.” 

Which, of course, could be inter- 
preted as Toni being a sissy and a 
quitter, and therefore, one would 
guess, ultimately unmarketable

because of this close resemblance to 
an average human being, if it 
weren't for the fact that the resent- 
ment towards the industry's treat- 
ment of non-mainstream artists 
implicit in her words echo in the 
decision of Alan Wilder, another 
great musician who recently retired 
from futile attempts at getting his 
music published 

In an interview with alternative 
music rag Side-Line last year, the for- 

ner musical mastermind of Recoil’s 
and Depeche Mode’s influential 
sound, said: “I found it quite demor- 
alising when [a record is] eventually 
released to find that [it isn’t] avail- 
able in even the most major record 
shops in the major cities during the 
weeks following the release, [and] 
though shifting units is not necessar- 
ily the main reason for producing 
records, I’m just not prepared, at this 
time, to shut myself away for anoth- 
er year making another record that 
people won't get to hear.” 

So, forget all the brouhaha over 
“illegal” downloads—the only thing 
they're about to kill is an obtuse and 
obsolete recording industry clearly 
only interested in the kind of 
“curve” that describes sales, stifling, 
demoralising and destroying peo- 
ple’s creativity in the process. The 
only thing circling the drain because 
of “illegal” downloads is the record 
industry itself, not music—which 
existed long before there was any 

“industry” surrounding it, and will 
without doubt outlive it. And by 
now, we all know who's making a 
“killing”. 


SIOUXSIE WHO? 

Which brings us to the recent Brit 
awards, broadcast domestically by 
our increasingly desperate national 
public broadcaster as a substitute for 
our national past time—as if any 
Canadian truly takes music award 
shows more seriously than hockey. 
But I digress... 

Those among us who, for whatev- 
er reason, did manage to catch the 
broadcast, were subjected to over- 
hyped shite the likes of Franz 
Ferdinand—a band that, to anyone 
over 25, clearly have robbed Joy 
Division's wardrobe and 
Kraftwerk’s image bank—being pre- 
sented with awards by, what even 
several of the recipients considered, 
“living legends.” 


That is, artists who’ ve made last- 
ing and original contributions to 
popular music, who've persisted on 
the fringes of the mainstream, 
doggedly battling an industry 
obsessed with sales. Artists who, 
unlike Robbie Williams, haven't 
received 15 Brits and who are rarely 
recognised at these types of events. 
Artists like Siouxsie Sioux and New 
Order, whose collection of awards 
can be easily counted on the fingers 
of one hand—despite being around 
for what, to anyone under 25, seems 
like ages. 

(Despite their seemingly unques- 
tionable contribution to British pop, 
New Order have got one Brit to their 
name: their ’88 win for Best British 
Video with “True Faith.” Siouxsie & 
the Banshees have none.) 

Personally, I take comfort in the 
fact that once the evening’s award 
recipients stop providing their han- 
dlers with chart toppers, Gwen and 
Franz and Robbie et al, will no doubt 
face the same dismal doldrums as 
my—and, incidentally, their—musi- 
cal heroes.

Isn't it about time we 
stopped pretending that award 
shows, like the Brits, have something 
at all to do with anything other than 
what attracts advertisers and who's 
got the meanest piece of ass— 
whether selected by fans or not? 

Which brings us to the Grammy’s, 
where this year, not entirely unex- 
pec tedly, pioneering pianist and sou! 
singer Ray Charles was the big win- 
ner. Only problem was Ray couldn't 
be there to personally pick up. You 
see, Ray’s already “hit the road Jack” 
for that last big gig in the sky.

But 
isn’t it about time we started cele- 
brating those who enrich our lives 
with their art while they’re still 
alive? 

Ray may have got his share dur- 
ing his lifetime, but plenty of artist 
don't. Isn’t it about time we stop 
regarding art as a product like any 
other, and artists like cattle, that can 
be appraised, compared and award- 
ed prizes? 

Art, after all, supposedly reflects 
life. And life, despite what you may 
have been told, isn’t a contest. Nor a 
product.

RIDING HIGH ON THE INCREASED EXPOSURE 
and appreciation of aggressive music, 
Relapse maintains their ambitious 

release schedule. California’s High on 
Fire and Ontario's Buried Inside are both 
worthy of carrying the Relapse banner, 
though neither release manages to break 
much new ground. And while that cer- 
tainly isn't the point, nor should it be, 
there is something to be said for the kind 
of metal that strives for progression. But 
the same goes for playing straight-ahead 
metal well, wearing your influences 
proudly on your sleeve, and just full-on 
rocking out. 

Ottawa's Buried Inside plays concep- 
tual, progressive metal, though not quite 
as convincingly as their contemporaries 
(|sis, Mastodon). Chronoclast is a decent 
record, full of the tortured screams and 
highly contrasted slow/fast, quiet/loud 
dynamic shifts typical of the medium. 

The band dabbles with orchestral ambi- 
tions and tries to maintain a unified con- 
cept of time throughout. Unfortunately, 
they never quite manage to diversify 
enough to really stand out from the pack, 
which isn't to say that the music is with- 
out merit, because a lot of the album is 
solid. But there are holding patterns that 
the band falls into, and some uncreative 
instrumentation that drags the proceed- 
ings down a little, especially in regards to 
the lead guitar work (nothing but octave 
slides? Come on slick, you're in a metal 
band). All in all, this band could really 
become impressive over the years and is 
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definitely one to keep an eye out for 

On the other hand, Matt Pike’s High 
on Fire comes to us fully formed and 
realized. Blessed Black Wings is more or 
less the epitome of trashy, metal in the 
vein of Motorhead or, well, Motorhead. 
Throw in a chunk of proto-death metal 
European bands, as well some Sabbath, 
and you've pretty much got their sound. 
Steve Albini engineers, so you know 
more or less what to expect sonically. 
And the songs are pretty intense, if not 
entirely derivative of each other. 
Seriously, if you skip from track to track, 
there are no discernable features to any 
of the songs that allow you to differenti- 
ate between them. But hey, that’s not 
feally a bad thing when it comes to 
thrashy metal. In fact, if anything it's a 
boon.

FOR JESSY BARON, A TYPICAL DAY MIGHT 
involve organizing social issues forums at 
Université Laval or working on his Ph.D 
dissertation in political anthropology at 
the University of Montreal. A typical night 
might involve screaming his lungs raw 
amidst a sea of guitar spins and heli- 
copter hair-twirls, 

Baron, the lead singer of Québec City’s 
GFK (“Government's Fury Kills”), does 
not discern between his time spent in the 
classroom and the time he spends as the 
mouthpiece for the tightly structured met- 
alcore outfit. “I would never give up 
music,” says Baron, on his way back 


from an interview at the University of 
Montreal. “The reason why | continue to 
study is that | want to become a teacher. | 
think that there are two ways to educate 
people: by music and by teaching.” 

For Baron and GFK, a natural fit for 
their “dream label” the G-7 Welcoming 
Committee, politics is the driving force 
behind their music. Experienced live, GFK 
promises one-half mosh pit and one-half 
political sermon. 

“In the metal scene, there are not 
enough bands that talk about politics, and 
even in punk rock now, [fewer] bands talk 
about that,” Baron explains in a thick but 
friendly Quebécois accent. “So, first of all, 
we have to gain back the interest of peo- 
ple in social issues. Just by talking about 
politics at the shows, that’s a good activi- 
ty. We try to talk before each song about 
what it means, and we try to invite the 


people to talk to us gfter the show. We try 
by different ways to create interest in poli 
tics in the crowd.” 

Among other themes, GFK emphasizes 
that the personal is political. Futility, apa- 
thy, and a culture where even Chad 
Kroeger can wear a Che Guevera t-shirt 
are forces that Baron bravely, or perhaps 
naively, hopes to counter with impas- 
sioned pleas for direct political and 
social action. 

“You can now find punk rock t-shirts 
and Che Guevera t-shirts in Wal-mart. 
That’s a big problem there,” he laments 
“Many people just think that it’s okay to 
boycott MacDo [Québecois slang for 
McDonald's] and say that George Bush 
is bad. 

“There is much, much more to do than 
that. Because people see the fight against 
capitalism as really big, they think that 
they cannot achieve anything. They see it 
as a big system, and they see themselves 
as useless in this fight. We try to tell them 
instead that every little action can really 
make a difference.”

And as fate would have it, in the post 
Biggie and 2Pac era, few artists stepped 
up to the plate to attain hip-hop’s envied 
crown, and Jay-Z found himself owning 
the charts while other artists just visited. 
On the radio, TV, and on tour, Jay-Z 
became the new face of hip-hop music, 
owing in no small part to his charisma 
and swagger; he penetrated pop culture 
and set trends. 

But Jay-Z didn't cross over to be 
embraced by the mainstream; he had a 
mission to change the game.

It's not often that a rapper with Jigga 
Man's credibility, influence, and love for 
the culture comes into such a powerful 
position—especially not one who's 
expressed such disdain for music indus- 
try politics.

Then take into consideration the artists 
that Dame Dash brought to the label: 
Cam'ron became the first artist outside o! 
Jay-Z to reach platinum sales, saving the 
ROC the embarrassment of the record 
low album sales of Jay-Z’s Unplugged 
and Best of Both Worlds, which failed to 
hit. Then there's Kanye West, who ina 
year's time had more impact with his 
classic College Drop Out than Rell, Beans, 
and Memp could muster collectively 
since the inception of Roc-A-Fella.

NESTLED IN OLD STRATHCONA, JUST 
far enough from the maddening 
crowd of Whyte Avenue, there is a 
culinary jewel. Culina Café is tucked 
in behind the 99 street IGA where 
the bistro that used to be Bruno’s 
rubs shoulders with the Stardust 
Hair Salon, a video store, Booster 
Juice and Stanley Caroll. That rather 
stark, cold, seafoam green space has 
undergone a transformation since 
being taken over by Brad Lazarenko: 
former chef de cuisine at Packrat 
Louie, creator of menus at the 
Sugarbowl in Garneau, Savoy on 
Whyte Ave, and Red Star pub on 
Jasper Avenue. 

Culina combines the best qualities 
of all these establishments—there’s 
the airy elegance of Packrat Louie, 
the cozy comfort of the Sugarbow1, 
the hipness of Savoy and the swank 
out-of-the-way quality of Red Star. 
Upon entering the tiny eatery, one is 
initially struck by the simple yet 
effective interior design: White tex- 
tured walls at the front, a gloss-and- 
matte striped painted black wall at 
the back. There are extremely com- 
fortable chairs for the 45 or so diners 
Culina can accommodate at peak 
times. An added architectural detail 
of opaque glass and wood turns the 
restaurant's storefront door into 
something elegant. 

What with the shopping demands 
of a then impending Valentine's 
Day, lunch seemed to be a good 
option. A friend and I arrived at 1 
looking for something tasty. Culina’s 
lunch menu leans more toward a 
brunch feel—generally I despise 
brunch, it’s my idea of culinary tor- 
ture. Culina could convert me. 

The entire dining day is laid out in 
black and grey in the attractively 
presented menus: velum patterned 
pages on an aluminium clipboard. 
The lunch/breakfast menu is loaded 
with tasty morsels like goatcheese 
frittata, “bacon and eggs” (braised 
bacon and mushroom frittata), steak 
sandwich, the “house sandwich”— 
grilled zucchini, spinach cream- 
cheese, pickled peppers, and chick- 
pea spread served with soup or 
salad, Moroccan sausage. The dinner 
menu is even more in-depth: pork 
chops in chimichurri sauce, wild 
salmon, scallops, hotpots and fabu- 
lous sounding snacks and appetiz- 
ers—rumour has it that the spicy 
fried chickpeas are to die for. But this 
was lunch.

AN APPLE A DAY 

My co-diner ordered the daily 
lunch special: apple, mint, and 
lamb sausages on apple pancakes 
with hollandaise. After perusing 
the offerings, I selected the “ham 
and cheese” —back bacon and 
Edam cheese on raisin bread with 
salad; in this case, it was Culina’s 
green salad. I savoured a cold glass 
of real ginger beer, while my 
friend, upon learning that Culina 
only has regular Coke, no diet, 
opted for water. It came nicely 
chilled in a wine bottle. Nice touch. 

To get things started, we shared 
an order of the grilled cornbread 
with blueberry butter. Two golden 
and lightly charred chunks of 
warm bread arrived ona lovely 
white plate, accompanied by the 
most glorious purple spread. The 
cornbread was a substantial and 
crumbly setting for the creamy but- 
ter—transfat posing as an 
amethyst, but who cared! Unsalted 
butter, blueberry puree and a touch 
of honey, whipped here to a silky 
texture with the odd macerated 
blueberry shining up at.us—gor- 
geous; I'll eat that for breakfast any 
day. 


SWEET SUCCESS 
The mains were similarly simple 
and satisfying. My co-diner 
informed me that the pancakes 
were light and fluffy, and with the

The raisin bread 
was cut generously, and the combi- 
nation of salty bacon, sweet bread 
and creamy cheese caressed my 
taste buds most enjoyably. 

Not to do anything by halves, we 
decided to share a dessert. At first 
torn between either the butter- 
scotch fondue with fruit and lemon 
pound cake or goatcheese with lola 
canola willow honey and pome- 
granate molasses with rye crackers, 
we eventually settled on the fon- 
due. This dish is very sweet, but at 
the same time satisfying, especially 
when accompanied by a good cup 
of French press organic coffee. Yes, 
Culina certainly makes one fine 
cup of joe. 

Unlike lesser brunch spots, one 
isn’t left feeling overwhelmed with 
carbs, therefore necessitating an 
afternoon nap. We continued to 
chat until our very unobtrusive and 
friendly server informed us politely 
that they were trying to close and 
set up for dinner service. So leave 
we did, vowing to come back and 
sample the rest of the menu.

the leader of the Sexual Confidence for the 
Shy workshop was asking, “Can you even 
sense them? 

She had just instructed us to remember 
our last bout of really good sex. My genitals 
were basking in the memory. She told us to 


then hold onto the feeling from this memory 
turn to our neighbour and talk about what 
kind of day we had 

The idea was to take the “happy sex 
place” into our everyday conversation. 
Besides producing a room full of people 
engaging in daily conversation with shit-eat- 





ing grins on their faces, the exercise was 
intended to boost our sexual confidence by 
making our sexuality more present in the 
everyday, as opposed to hiding it away under 


a rock as so many of us do 
After the exercise, most of the 10 or so 
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women at the workshop confessed their sex- 
ual memories and their conversation existed 
in two different worlds 

The truth is, most of us shut off the sexual 
part of ourselves when we engage with the 
world, as though somehow, we can be com- 
pletely sexless in every other area of our 
lives, and then suddenly flick on a sexy 
switch when we need it 

Not to suggest you should start licking 
your lips at the guy next to you on the bus or 
humping the copy machine at work, but 
being sexually confident starts way before 
you get naked with someone. 

Chanelle Gallant, the manager of sex shop 
Good For Her in Toronto (www.good- 
forher.com) and our workshop leader, 
remembers being acutely aware of the envy 
she felt for women who exuded sexual confi- 
dence. She always prided herself on being 
“the smart one" while her sister was “the 
cute one.” 

“| eventually had to face the fact that 
while | didn’t need to be a bimbo, | did want 
some of that,” Gallant confesses. 


A SHYNESS THAT IS 
CRIMINALLY VULGAR 


She went to work on it, and says she’s 
managed to “piece together my own sexual 
confidence.” 

It doesn't last through every situation, she 
admits. “No confidence does,” she counters 
“Having sexual confidence doesn't mean 
you're never shy or vulnerable again.” 

In fact, says Gallant, shyness is not neces- 
Sarily the antithesis of sexual confidence 
“Shyness can be worked,” says Gallant, giv- 
ing us her best Marilyn Monroe impression, 
as an example. And no one would accuse the 
very demure Marlene Dietrich of lacking sex- 
ual confidence. 

So what exactly is sexual confidence? 

It's the thing that made the guy who 
Gallant was interested in one night instead go 
for the girl in “the sweats, no make-up and 
hair that needed a wash.” 

In other words, it's not just about how you 
look. It's not about having a “perfect body.” A 
woman in the workshop, who recently start- 
ed swinging with her husband of 20 years, 
noticed that women in the clubs—whether 
they weighed 100 or 300 pounds—oozed 
sexual confidence. 

Part of it is being willing to be seen as 
sexy, offers Gallant 

Which is tough in a culture that still pun- 
ishes women for being too sexual. So 
instead, we learn to shut it down 

One woman in the group—raised 
Catholic—says being “too into sex feels self 
indulgent”, like she’s disappointing her dad, 
the church, and God! She actually imagines 
her disapproving dad sitting on her shoulder 
during sex. 

lronically, this mode of thinking is incredi- 
bly self-indulgent, says Gallant. “Shame 
becomes a protective blanket,” she says, and

suggests acknowledging its presence but 
then using humour to let it go. (“Uh, Dad 
kinda busy here...") 

Even as someone who makes a living by 
being comfortable with sexuality, | admit, it 
not always easy projecting your inner sexp:

Gallant, a “sexpert” herself, agrees. “Yo 
have this sexual confidence and you go in 
with bravado, but it’s like a house of cards, 
she explains, “If someone doesn't respond 
the whole thing can come crashing down 

Most men, on the other hand, are used to 
initiating and getting shut down. They seer 
to have no problem going in, making their 
sexual desire known, and, if she’s not into it 
he'll often assume it's because she’s got 
issues with sex, not because it’s got anything 
to do with him. 

Women, on the other hand, constantly 
make excuses that undermine their sexual 
confidence. If he’s not into it, it's because 
we're not desirable enough. Rather than 
insist on having our needs met, we retreat 
We apologize for taking too long. We tell him 
we don't need to come. We feel selfish 
demanding our own pleasure. (Which is silly 
because what greater gift could you give you 
partner than that of a really good time?) 

A lot of women have a hard time being ir 
the moment. One part of our mind is in it

and the other part is watching, self-censor 
ing, analyzing and criticizing. 

Sexual confidence is about knowing and 
accepting our bodies, worrying less about 
what our partners are thinking and much 
more about enjoying ourselves, and knowing 
what tums both you and your partner on 
And, then: carrying that attitude into the rest 
of your life 

How do you get it? Ifyou don'thave it 
already, “Fake it 'til you make it,” says 
Gallant 

With that, she had us walk around the 
room thinking, “I am sexy.” You could visibly 
see each woman's body language change. |! 
felt good. | left feeling sexually confident. And 
my genitals were definitely very happy about — 
that
